Sir: 


Referring to your letter of the 24th instant in reference to the 
disallowances for overpayments to the United States Express Company iD 
May, June and July, in which you state that the same cannot be reckoned 
among the expenditures for the quarter ended September 30, 1889, I de¬ 
sire to call your attention to the fact that the amount of the overpay¬ 
ments in May [$26.00] and which were paid in June, were reckoned in the 
expenditures for the last fiscal year, and inasmuch as the bill for 
freight in June was not paid until July, I can see no reason why the 
same should not be in the expenditures for the quarter ended September 
30, 1889. 

You state that the over-charges in July foot up twenty-two dollars 
[$22.00] instead of fifty-nine dollars [$59.00], the sum disallowed. 
While it is true that the over-charges for the month of July were only 
twenty-two dollars, the over-charges for June were thirty-seven dollars 
[$37.00], which makes up the fifty-nine dollars disallowed for the quar¬ 
ter ended September 30tb.

Sir: 

Referring to your letter of the 24 th instant in reference to the disallowances 
for overpayments to the United States Express Company in May, June and July, in 
which you state that the same cannot be reckoned among the expenditures for 
the quarter ended September 30, 1889, I desire to call your attention to the fact 
that the amount of the overpayments in May ($25.00) and which were paid in 
June, were reckoned in the expenditures for the last fiscal year, and insasmuch as 
the bill for freight in June was not paid until July, I can see no reason why the 
same should not be in the expenditures for the quarter ended September 30, 
1889. 

You state that the over-charges in July foot up twenty-two dollars ($22.00) 
instead of fifty-nine dollars ($59.00), the sum disallowed. While it is true that the 
over-charges for the month of July were only twenty-two dollars, the over¬ 
charges for June were thirty-seven dollars ($37.00), which makes up the fifty-nine 
dollars disallowed for the quarter ended September 30 th .
